Gross Asserts Russia Lies 
About Korea Situation 
to Set Stage for Own 
Use of .Weapoiix: ».

19 — Russian charges that the 
United States wndermined world 
peace by failure to ratify the 
Geneva convention, which pro- 


hibits gas, chemical and bacterial 
warfare, were bitingly refuted 
yesterday by Ernest A. Gross, 
American spokesman in the Unit- 
ed Nations Security Council. : The 
Council will meet again tomorrow. 

The Council was taken by sur- 
prise at the meeting called by 
Jacob A. Malik when the Soviet 
Union spokesman failed to repeat 
accusations that United Natfons 
forces were waging germ war in 
Red China and North Korea. In- 
stead, he briefly urged adoption 
of this proposal that the Council 
recommend “accession and ratifi- 
cation of the Geneva protocol.” 

Called te Order by Malik. 

When Gross reviewed Soviet 
“false and. malicious” claims of 
U.N. misconduct in the Korean 
conflict to prove that terms of 
the Geneva treaty now could be 
violated by Russia simply by 
charging enemies with resorting 
to the outlawed devices, Malik, 
June president, called him to 
order. He said the situation in 
Korea was _ irrelevant. 

Gross had pointed out that 
Russia reserved the right under 
the Geneva protocol to use the 
sinister weapons against nations 
not parties to the agreement and 
governments employing them 
against the Soviet Union. The 
futility of such “paper promises,” 
he said, was fittingly demon- 
strated by false Russian charges 
which would permit their use by 
Russia despite the treaty.

DENVER, June 19 — Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower stepped up 
his personal and political war 
against Senator Robert A. Taft 
‘yesterday by differing with the 
Senator’s opinions on tax cuts, 
‘Korea, foreign affairs and other 
topics. 

For the first time, he came 
close to making a personal denun- 
ciation of the so-called “steal” of 
Texas delegates by the Taft 
forces. 

For the first time, he empha- 
sized that efforts should be made 
to train South Koreans so that 
‘United Nation’ troops could be 
‘pulled to the rear, but with the 
qualification that they be kept 
there to show the enemy that we 
do not mean to get out. Chinese 
Nationalists, he said, should be 
kept on Formosa to protect the 
island. 

Choice of Hallanan. 


For the first time—and this he 
did through Ralph Cake of Ore- 
gon, retiring national committee- 
man—he accused the Taft forces 
of having put in as temporary 
chairman a man, Walter Hallanan, 
of West Virginia, who could be in 
a position to make “disastrous 
rulings”’—pro-Taft rulings, Cake 
meant. 

Otherwise, Gen. Eisenhower's 
remarks at a meeting with the 
Oregon delegation, which is 
pledged to him, were largely 
repetitions -f things he has said 
before at press conferences. 

He said the federal deficit must 
be ended “and if that requires 
us to go on a slower program on 
building our security forces, in- 
cluding those abroad, then we 
should do it.” But he argued that 
“we can get the same amount of 
defense and... cut the budget 
sharply.”

He Euys Truck, Power Mower With Profits, 
Hires Helpers — Goal Is a 
College Education. 


Ralph Sonnenschein, 16 years 

old, has expanded a lawnmower 
and initiative into a going busi- 
ness and, he said today, if things 
keep picking up he will mow his 
way right through college. 
i He’s off to a good start and 
cutting a wide swath. His only 
worry is income tax. Starting 
last summer with one elderly 
push-type mower, Ralph invested 
profits from lawn-cutting in a 
$150 truck, a $105 power mower 
—and pay'to other boys for doing 
the work. 

Ralph, son of Mr. and Mrs. Al 
Sonnenschein, 738 Harvard ave- 
nue, University City, is the owner 
and guiding light of the Sunshine 
Grass Cutting Service (“Why 
Work All Summer? Let Me Cut 
Your Grass”). 

He uses a flashy red truck, not 
quite as old as he is, to get from 


.lawn to lawn of his approximately 


200 customers. Last year he 
charged 50 cents a lawn. This 
year the price is $1.90 for a plot 
50 by 150 feet. He pays two help- 
ers 75 cents an hour. Business is 
fine. 


“For each 70 new customers,. 
I’m going to get another power 
mower and, of course, another 
helper to operate it,” he said. 
“Last year I got so many tips, 
when I was charging 50 cents a 
yard, I decided people felt sorry 
for me because I charged so 
little. 

“So I timed mowing of my own 
yard and figured out a fair price 
which would show a profit. It 
figures out to 1/40th of a cent per 
square foot and I do each cus- 
tomer’s yard every two weeks 
during the summer.” 

He ‘quit going door-to-door for 
customers. Now he mails out cir- 
culars, 3000 at a time. He will 
clear several hundred dollars this 
summer, he said. A senior at Uni- 
versity City high, he’s keeping his 
eyes open for a year-round busi- 
ness he can run, while going 
through college. He’s not sure 
yet whether to major in architec- 
ture or psychology. Meanwhile, 
as the number of his employes in- 
creases, he’s studying up on ar- 
chitecture and applying psy- 
chology.

We have got to assure ourselves 
that we and our Allies have 
reached a point of collective se- 
curity. Then we can go to a 
maintenance level. I think pur 
expenditures for NATO have gone 
as high as ‘they ever will, with 
the possible exception of Western 
Germany, which we must build 


up.”

America must act from enlight- 
ened self-interest, build up our 
Allies, show the Russians they are 
foolish in pressing the hot-cold 
war, and get to a position where 
armaments can be cut down, lift- 
ing that burden, or part of it,

RETAIL POTATO 
PRICES DECLINE 
20 PCT. IN 2 DAYS 


Prices paid by St. Louis house- 
wives for a 10-pound bag of 
potatoes have dropped about 204 
per cent in the last two days, 
several large chain groceries and 
supermarkets reported today. 
Even greater declines were re- 
ported in. a few cases. 

Las‘ Tuesday the price was 
about 98 cents for 10 pounds. 
Today prices of prime California 
long whites were ranging from 
$9 1o 89 cents, with two stores 
reporting figures below the old 
ceiling average of 80 cents. 

Price controls on potatoes were 
lifted two weeks ago. A spokes- 
man for a chain store here said 
that during the period of short- 
age and soaring wholesale prices, 
many retailers were selling the 
commodity at a very narrow 
profit, in some cases taking a 
loss, in order to hold retail prices 
down. 

Potatoes are now reported in 
ample supply, and one, large 
chain today had a price of 69 
cents for 10 pounds of any po- 
tatoes in stock—white or red. 


NEW MANUAL OMITS

A new manual of rules for the 
conduct of policemen, the first 
rsuch document to be issued since 


1928, will be distributed about 
Aug. 1, it was announced today.

3 A 7 per cent increase in ceil- 
\Ings on prices charged by St.

Candidate Asserts Tekas 
Contest Outcome 
Won't Affect Results 
at Convention.

Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
said yesterday that charges his 
backers are using “steamroller” 


tactics to win the Republican 
presidential nomination for him 
are signs ef “despair” in the camp 
of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
The charge, raised in connec-

Pro-Eisenhower 
“steamrollers,” he said, are roll- 
ing in other states, among them 
New York, New Jersey, Connecti- 
cut and Maryland. He charged 
that governors supporting the 


general have worked “ruthlessly”. 


to force delegates into line. 

Asserting that 28 of the 38 
Texas delegate ‘seats are in- 
volved in the contest now before 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, Taft predicted confidently 
the final decision “will not deter- 
mine the result” of the conven- 
tion.. He repeated estimates by 
his campaign backers that half 
the 1206 Republican delegates are 
now in the Taft camp and said he 
leads Gen. Eisenhower by 200 
delegates. 

Pledge to Cut Taxes. 

The off-the-cuff press club 
speech, followed by a brisk 40- 
minute question-and-answer pe- 
riod, was the candidate’s second 
such appearance of the day. 
Earlier at a breakfast meeting 
with the National Conference of 
Business Paper Editors, the Sena- 
tor pledged himself, if elected, to 
bring about a 15 per cent cut in 
taxes by reducing federal spend- 


ing. 

Both at the breakfast and at 
the luncheon, Taft said he be- 
lieved he could pare federal ex- 
penditures from the 85 billion 
dollars scheduled for fiscal 1953 
down to 70 billions in his first 
year in office. In the next year, 
he said he believed a spending 
rate of no more than 60 billions 
is possible. 


‘Y The bulk of the cut, the Sena- 


tor asserted, should come from 
defense expenditures, which he 
said have been drawn up by “land 
generals” who think of fighting 
Russia on the continent of Eu- 
rope. The Senator repeated his 
standing demand that the em- 
phasis be placed on overwhelm- 
ing air power as the only sure 
deterrent to the threat of Russian 
aggression, and opposed the “old 
fashioned” idea of any land war 
overseas; The threat of Russian 
bombing, he said, makes Britain 
and France “indefensible” with- 
out air superiority. 


Unbeatable airpower, Taft said 
at the press club, can make it pos- 
sible for the United States to pull 
its forces out of Korea by over-

Quadruplets--Girl and 3 Boys-- 


Born to Massachusetts Wonian 


"Too Early to Tell’ if They Will Survive, 
Doctor Says — Infants, 50 Days Prema- 
ture, Put in Incubators. 


“WEYMOUTH, Mass., June 19 each 


(UP)—A girl and three boys were 
born prematurely last night to 
Mrs. Marion Manning, 27 years 
old. The attending physician said 
it was “too early to tell” if the 
quadruplets will survive. 


The fourth baby, a boy born 66 
minutes after the first birth, was 
said to be in “fair” condition. 
The girl, first to arrive, and two 
boys that followed were reported 
in “good condition.” They were 
placed in incubators. 

The live birth of quadruplets 
occurs once in 680,163 cases. 

“I’m very happy that every- 
thing is all over and the babies 
are all right,” said Mrs. Manning, 
mother of three other children. 
She had received spinal anesthe- 
sia and remained conscious 
throughout the long ordeal. 

Dr. Robert R. Ryan, the physi- 
cian who performed the deliv- 
eries, said the mother had a slight 
case of virus pneumonia but it 
was not serious and “if she feels 
like it she can sit up tomorrow.” 

He estimated the babies, born 
50 days prematurely, weighed 
between two and three pounds 


and measured about 12 
inches long. 

The father, John, who arrived 
at the hospital after the fourth 
birth, said, “all I can say is 
thank God it’s all over.” 

Manning saw only his wife at 
first and waited to see the babies 
today. A 210-pound former semi- 
professional football player, Man- 
ning is president of the South 
Shore Coach Lines, Inc., of Wey- 
mouth. He has been helping rela- 
tives care for the three older chil- 
dren, Dennis, 4; Mary Alice, 3, 
and Ann Marie, 2. 

Mrs. Manning had been con- 
fined at the hospital for several 
weeks in anticipation of early ar- 
rivals. At one time she had been 
told to expect the possible birth 
of quintuplets, but X-rays later 
showed no more than four babies 
would be born.

dent Truman. 

The House had voted only 
enough funds to build 5000 units 
—an action which brought a blast 
from Truman against the “real 
estate lobby.” ‘The Senate subse- 
quently increased the number to 
45,000 units. Truman originally 
had asked for funds for 75,000 
units. 


The conferees arrived at the 
compromise figure in reaching 
agreement yesterday on a multi- 
billion dollar appropriation bill 
to finance the Atomic Energy 
Commission and other independ- 
ent federal agencies during the 
fiscal year beginning July 1 


_ Differing Totals. 

The total in the compromise 
measure has not yet been com- 
puted. The House approved an 
outlay of $6,254,215,628. The 
Senate increased this to $6,279,- 
808,228. 

The measure carries funds for 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
the Veterans Administration, and 
more than a score of other fed- 
eral agencies. 

Conferees reported they re- 
tained in the bill the Senate- 
approved increases in funds for 
the TVA. The House voted $171,- 
270,000 for the TVA and the Sen- 
ate increased this by $14,757,000.

RGENTINA’S President Juan Peron appears dead serious in 
his aim to capture leadership of a “third force” movement in 


His costly anti-Yanqui propaganda, already blanketing most of 
Latin America, has turned up in the Middle East, Austria and New 
Zealand, according to evidence available here. 

The propaganda, spread under the auspices of the government- 
sponsored General Confederation of Labor (CGT), is indistinguishable 


from the Communist brand. 


It flouts “Wall Street,” decries 
American lynchings, dreams up 
imaginary military plots by United 
States officers. Its central theme 
is that the United States is bent 
on a program of economic im- 
perialism, especially in Latin 
America. 

At the same time, Peron is try- 
ing to export his “Justicialism.” 
This, in brief, is the Argentine 
version of social justice for the 
masses. It prescribes a third po- 
sition, somewhere between indus- 
trial capitalism and Communism. 

It makes a special appeal to the 
neutralist sentiments in those 
countries which have achieved po- 
litical independence but are still 
economically dependent and back- 
ward. 

The amount of money Argentina 
fs spending on this bitter, anti- 
U.S. campaign can only be guessed 
at. A labor attache in Panama is 
known to have received $50,000 
for his propaganda operations 
alone during one recent period. 

Concentrating on Labor. 


The primary propaganda target 


 {s labor. Labor attaches in various 


embassies handle the outflow of 
bulletins, pamphlets, tracts. The 
CGT has attempted to organize 
an international arm called the 
Latin America Committee of Syn- 
dical Unity (LACSU), without 
impressive results to date. 

These attaches have arranged 
free trips to Argentina for jour- 
nalists, labor leaders and students 
in an effort to win converts. 

From freports reaching here 
thus far, other Latin American 
countries are scarcely falling over 


their heels to embrace this Peron- 


LLY eee 


ista export. One country, Ecua- 
dor, recently sent the Argentina 
ambassador packing for his inter- 


ference in Ecuadorian affairs. 


In fact, there is some evidence 
that elements in South America 
fear Peron imperialism as much 
as anything else. Other reports 
indicate ineffectual results of the 
whole campaign, in some cases 
bordering on ridicule. 

But what Peron obviously hopes 
for—and officials here fear—is 
that the Argentina prescription 


may find takers if protectionist 
tendencies grow here and Latin 
countries begin to feel they’re not 
getting a square shake for their 
tin and copper and other com- 
modities. This feeling already 
exists in many quarters south of 


the border, according to all ac-|P 


counts. 
Truman Cantentased 


In its anti-Yanquism, the CGT 
propaganda artists have missed 
few tricks. President Truman is 
a favored target, with crude car- 
toons depicting him in various 
unsavory episodes. They also have 
attempted to lampoon Margaret} 
Truman’s singing ambitions. 

One of the most fantastic re- 
cent concoctions had to do with 
what they called the Benson plan. 
This they attributed to a Gen. 
Benson, who was allegedly in 
Mexico plotting the military sub- 
jugation of all Latin American 
countries which refused to bow 
to United States policy. 


The only Benson that Amer- 
ican officials could find was a 
Col. Benson, who had been re- 
tired for 10 years and whose only 
experience in Mexico was with 
Gen. Pershing in 1917. 

Another belief they have wide- 
ly publicized is that the United 
States government has prevented 
publication in this country of Eva 
Peron’s book, “The Reason for 
My Life.” Actually, officials say, 
no publisher wants the book, in- 
asmuch as it isn't autobiographi- 
cal.

Some say 
it is considerable; others say it 
is small. That there’ has been 
some infiltration there is no

Were it not for martial 
law, the maintenance of peace 
and order would be a grave prob- 
lem under existing conditions.

_ Government experts said today 
the deficit—the amount by which 
the Government overspends its 
income—is likely to be less than 
6% billion when the fiscal year 
ends June 30. It could be as low 


as 5% hillion. 
President Truman in his budget 


|message last.January, figured the 


Government would go in the hole 
by fi 200,000,000. 
The President estimated total 
— would jump 59-per cent 
last year’s figure due to 
a huge expansion in rearming 
the United States and friendly 
foreign countries. However, the 
military expansion hasn’t, taken 
place on that scale. 

Officials now say spending will 
fall at least 34% billion, and pos- 
sibly more than four billion, be- 
low Truman’s $70,900,000,000 
spending estimate. 

Whatever its effect on Western 
defenses, this drop will muc 
more than compensate for a de- 
cline in tax revenues below the 
expected total. 

Taxes are up but they seem 
to be falling some 1% billion 


dollars short of the $62,700,000,- 


000 Truman budgeted. 

On the spending side, slower- 
than-expected military deliveries 
are likely to continue and to keep 
outlays for the year beginning 
July 1 below: the $85,400,000,000 
level aimed at by the President. 
Congress may trim that further 
by cutting appropriations. 

In any case, prospects are that 
the Government’s deficit for fis- 
cal 1953 will be scaled down sub- 
stantially from Truman’s $14,400,- 
000,000 forecast. 

Even if the Government goes 
six billions in the red this year, 
it will be ahead for the postwar 
period. Taking the six-year out- 
come as a whole, Federal income 
will have exceeded outlays 1% 
billions. For the fiscal years 1947- 
51. there was a cumulative sur- 
plus of 7% billions.

HE appointment of Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko as Ambassador to the Court of St. James’s has set 
off a flood of speculation suggesting that the Soviet Union is 


maneuver to split Great Britain, 


and perhaps most of western Europe, from the United States, 


Most of this speculation seems 
‘to be based on two, or maybe 
three, fundamental misconcep- 


tions about Soviet policy and the 
British political- scene. A _ third 
possible misconception involves 
the general state of East-West 
relations in the cold war. 


In the first place, Soviet policy, | 
as it is seen by veterans in the’ 
field, is scarcely as subtle as 
some of the speculation coming 
from London and through the 
Soviet censors in Moscow tends 
to suggest. 


No Free Hand for Envoy. 


Gromyko is represented as 
being a top official in the Soviet 
Foreign office who, by virtue of 
that undisputed fact, should 
thereby have a wide degree of 
freedom in the conduct of Soviet 
relations with Britain. But it does 
not follow that he would be given 


a free-wheeling assignment at 
London to follow his own inclina- 
tions and, in effect, direct the 
Soviet side of Russo-British 
relations from his office in 
London. 


Gromyko, as the man who sat 
in on the highest councils of the 
Soviet Foreign Office and the 
Politburo, knows that Russian am- 
bassadors in the field have little 
influence on the directives that 
are sent to them. ‘He can be 
tough when he is told to be tough. 
He can be mild gnd sociable when 
he is told to be. He can also stall 
when he doesn‘t know what to do. 


But these are fashions of be- 
havior that are inherent in any 
Séviet diplomat. Gromyko has 
had sufficient experience to knew 
the importance, from the Soviet 
viewpoint, of obeying orders. He 
is hardly likely to try to pursue 
a policy of his own design even if 
it were assumed that he had one. 


Labor Party Differences. 


Perhaps the biggest misconcep- 
tion suggested by the speculation 
surrounding Gromyko’s appoint- 
ment involves the theory that he 
is being sent to London to exploit 
the differences in the British La- 
bor party. These differences sug- 
gest, on the surface, that Aneurin 
Bevan, leader of the rebelliotis 
left wing of the party and a likely

future Prime Minister, is willing 
to abandon some of his basic prin- 
ciples in the interests of his own 
political career. Gromyko, .accord- 
ing to this speculation, is going 
to London to lure Bevan into a 
trap, but Bevan, obviously sensi- 
tive to this, has sought to knock 
down the whole idea. 


Ina speech at a Labor party 
rally in Yorkshire this week, 
Bevan said bluntly that Gromyko 
is “making a very great mistake” 
if he is going to London “for the 
purpose of softening us up.” 

The speculation that has cen- 
tered on the idea of a link 
between Gromyko and Bevan 
clearly is founded on a misunder- 
standing of the Labor leader's 
fundamental beliefs. 

The Politburo must know about 
Bevan’s long and bitter hostility 
to Communism; he has referred 
publicly to Russia as “the spear- 
head of reaction” and is probably 
the man most hated by the Brit- 
ish Communist party. Bevan was 
the one man in the British Cabinet 
in 1948 who wanted to run an 
armored train through the_block- 
ade set up by the Russians arouna 
Berlin, Even today, he is $rob- 
ably more hostile to the idea of 
appeasement of Russia even than 
some in Winston Churchill’s 
cabinet. 


The Western Alliance. 

The third point in the specula- 
tion about Gromyko’s appoint- 
ment involves the vulnerability of 
the whole western alliance against 
Russia. 

Eastern European diplomats 
simply do not see the alliance in 
the manner popularly attributed 
to them: namely, that it would 
take nothing more than a simple 
gesture of friendship on the part 
of Russia to bring it down in 
ruins. They realize that the eco- 
nomic power of the United States 
is so great and so important to 
America’s allies that they could 
scarcely throw it over for a friend- 
ly gesture from Moscow. . 

Rather, it is clear that Russia 
sees a long period of te in 
which political and econo fac- 
tors far beyond Soviet control 
will play a major part in the de- 
velopment of the western alliance.

During most of that period | have 
worked for the improvement of sanitary 
facilities, including the organization of 
the Normandy Sanitary Sewer District. 


In all examinations of the sanitation 
problem, one point stood out more 
prominently than any other—that the 
sewer problem is an area problem and 
cangot be effectively, permanently or 
ney cured by piecemeal meth- 


The Joint Interim Committee so re- 
ported and recommended the appoint- 
ment by city and county of a Board of 
Freeholders to develop a satisfactory 
plan for submission to the voters at sep- 
arate elections. Petitions circulated in 
the city for that purpose were inade- 
quate. New petitions are now being 
circulated. 

No effort should be spared by the 
city and county officials to obtain the 
required number of valid signatures so 
that a workable and equitable plan can 
be drawn and placed before the voters 
of city and county at the earliest possi- 
ble date. Failure to act promptly will 
only force the numerous municipalities 
and sewer districts to resort to much 
needed-enlargements which will, in the 
end, probably prove to be only expen- 
sive temporary expedients.

Pittsburgh is last in the National League, and 
‘St. Louis is in the first division. Richard G. 
Baumhoff's dispatches from what used to be the 
smoky city make it clear that in another league 
Pittsburgh is far out in front—so far that St. 
Louis had best facé the fact of its own delin- 
quency and ask why its Pennsylvania counter- 
part has taken such a commanding lead. 

The league that Pittsburgh leads is devoted 
to urban reconstruction and urban survival. 
Seven years ago, just after the war, Pittsburgh 
was in the same situation as St. Louis and other 
cities. It saw itself rotting at the core. It faced 
staggering problems of refashioning its physical 
form and its psychological attitude to the needs 
of a new day. Pittsburgh had to choose between 
dynamic progress and slow decay. 

Pittsburgh chose progress, of course, just as 
St. Louis has chosen it. The difference is that 
in seven short years Pittsburgh has done much 
more than state an abstract preference for good 
over evil. Pittsburgh has moved. 

In Pittsburgh, the bulldozers are clearing the 
Golden Triangle and new skyscrapers are spring- 
ing up to house the businesses that have changed 
their minds about moving away. In St. Louis, 
we talk and talk and talk of downtown redevelop- 
ment while one firm after another moves out. 

Pittsburgh has a functioning public parking 
authority and a functéoning redevelopment au- 
thority, both engaged in actual pick-and-shovel 
work as well as pretty plans. In St. Louis we 
talk and talk and talk about both parking and 
redevelopment—and very little happens. 

In Pittsburgh the state and federal govern- 
ments are spending $100,000,000 on the 27-mile 
Penn-Lincoln parkway now under construction. 
In St. Louis, the state-federal expressway pro- 
gram is held up by a neighborhood quarrel over 
where the routes shall—or shall not—be located. 

So it goes, on down the line of civic achieve- 
ments. Pittsburgh has gone through the talk 
stage, the plan stage, the hope stage. Pittsburgh 
is moving earth, building, expanding—and dis- 
covering therein a new sense of community, a 
new urban vitality, a fulfillment that turns out 
to be as important in immaterial as in its physl- 
cal manifestations. 

As for St. Louis—well, we have the talk, lots 
of it. We have the plans, plenty for a start. We 
have the hopes and the generalized good resolu- 
tions, and some of the legal instrumentalities 
needed to bring this city abreast of the twentieth 
century. But we haven't been making many base 
hits. And no runs. 

Ts it not time to get moving? Probably Pitts- 
burgh has no sure-fire formula that St. Louis 
only neefs to copy. But it does offer one instruc- 
tive lesson for all other cities interested in their 
regeneration. Somehow Pittsburgh has managed 
to enlist in that cause not only the passive good 
will but the active participation of its commu- 
nity leaders in every field, business, labor, edu- 
cational and social. It also has a single over-all 

civic agency, the Allegheny conference, with a 
permanent staff, to crystallize the community’s 
best thought and plans. Here are at least two 
directions in which St. Louis could move. 

How long will we be satisfied to dog it in the 
second division? 
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Vote for a High-Priced Plum 


The Senate voted for continued inefficiency 
and high costs in the Post Office Department 
when it voted down President Truman’s proposal 
to take 21,438 postmasterships out of the cate- 
gory of political plums and base them on merit. 

A similar fate befell the President’s similar 
proposals respecting 94 United States marshals 
and 52 top customs officials. 

This was virtually the first hard test of Con- 
gress’ sincerity toward the reforms proposed by 


the Commission on Organization of the Execu- 


tive Branch of the Government, headed by for- 
mer President Hoover. The improvements so 
far accomplished by the President, with the 
lawmakers’ permission, have been those that 
were politically the easiest. In the proposal to 
put all first, second and third class postmasters 
on a strictly merit basis, the reform program 
really began to get tough. Here it actually went 
so far as to save taxpayers money and improve 
services to them at the cost of depriving Sena- 
tors and Representatives of one of the means by 
which they entrench themselves in office. 

There are a number of reasons why the Post 
Office Department operates at a heavy loss 
most. years, and the political appointment of 
postmasters is one of them. The Hoover Com- 
mission pointed out that this method is bound 
to produce inefficiency and eliminate the incen- 
tives of promotion. Its major recommendation 
respecting the Post Office Department was that 
it be taken out of politics. As the faults which 
the commission found in the department were 
numerous and grave, this priority on merit ap- 
pointment of postmasters as the No. 1 reform 
is indeed impressive. 

The next time a whopping deficit in the Post- 
office Department has to be made up out of the 
Unite States Treasury, the taxpayers who paid 
that money into the Treasury will do well to 
remember what members of the Senate voted 
to keep the department expensive, ‘inefficient, 
and political. 
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Outrage in Sweden 

Sweden is understandably angry over the de- 
struction of an unarmed Swedish rescue plane 
by Russian fighters. For Sweden is in the posi- 
‘tion of a man who has been quietly going about 
his business, only to be struck a sudden and 
unwarranted blow by a neighbor. 

For 135 years Sweden has not engaged in 
war. It has prized a neutral calmness through 
two major wars. And in the troublesome post- 
war period, the Swedes have tried hard to live 
with Soviet Russia across the Baltic. 

Swedish sympathy obviously has been with 
the West in the Cold War. Nevertheless the 
Swedish Government adamantly stayed out of 
the North Atlantic alliance because it “would 
compromise our proclaimed policy of neutrality.”

All this does not make the decision either 
sound now or wise for the future. Gen, Mac- 
Arthur is on active duty, whether or not he has 
a specific assignment. ‘Drew Pearson reported 
yesterday that the Judge Advocate General, the 
chief legal officer of the Army, ruled that Gen. 
MacArthur was engaged in a clear violation of 
Army regulations, Secretary of the Army Pace 
took up the matter with President Truman, but 
the White House has preferred to let it run its 
political course. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Truman in this {s more 
politician than President. Gen. MacArthur may 
well help snarl up the G.O.P. in Chicago and 
make the present split only the deeper. That 
would help the Democrats in 1952. But what 
about the precedent for permitting Army offi- 
cers to appeal adverse decisions into the political 
arena? What about the invitation to other 
officers to follow the MacArthur footsteps onto 
the partisan platform? 

If Gen. MacArthur wants to put himself into 
politics he should do what Gen. Eisenhower has 
done. He should retire from active duty. If 
he does not do so, he will be in effect again 
guilty of insubordination. For if he makes the 
keynote address while on active duty, he will 
violate the clear spirit of Regulation No. 600-10, 
however the Pentagon, for reason of expediency, 
may chose to interpret its letter. 

The Taft forces are making a‘mistake in this 
MacArthur matter—one which they as well as 
the country may have much cause to regret.

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An Opportunity Rejected 

Forty-three Senators have voted to deny the, 
United States a fourth seacoast, and a major 
source of electric power for a power-hungry part 
of the United States, which the people of this 
country could have largely for the taking. They 
have done this in voting to pigeonhole the bill 
which would have authorized the United States 
Government to join with the Canadian Govern- 
ment in constructing the St. Lawrence seaway. 
This .country’s part of the cost would be $556,- 


, 000,000. Electric power revenues and navigation 


tolls would ‘enable this great nationai asset to 
pay for itself. 

Canada has announced that unless the United 
States joins in it will go ahead with the project 
alone, sO apparently it was no longer a question 
of whether the navigation channel and power 
plant would be built. It was solely a question 
of whether the United States would gain the 
maximum benefits, and at the end own a valu- 
able, fully-developed natural resource, or wheth- 
er it would leave the initiative to Canada and 
be content with whatever ne trickled 
down to it in the process. 

It is easy enough to understand the reasons 
why certain railroads and port cities oppose the 
seaway. They are afraid the nation’s gain may 
be their loss. Obstructionist railroads are afraid 
they will lose coal tonnage ;to the waterway— 
obstructionist port cities are afraid they will 
lose water freight to Great Lakes ports. 

Those reasons are not good ones on which to 
settle a national issue of the magnitude of the 
St. Lawrence seaway proposal, but at least they 
are understandable. It is not so understandable 
why Senator Kem of Missouri, and 42 other 
members of the United States Senate, should 
choose in effect to forfeit a valuable natural 
resource and deprive industry and consumers 
of its potential services to them. 

Six Presidents of the United States have ad- 
vocated development of the seaway. Two present 
candidates for nomination to the presidency— 
Senator Taft of Ohio and Senator Kefauver’ of 
Tennessee—voted for the seaway when it was 
pigeonholed. But the small, cramped voices of 
unimaginativeness and non-enterprise won. It 
was the country that lost ‘in the Senate's vote 
on the St. Lawrence.

Headaches for Transit Systems

LOS ANGELES. 
The local bus and streetcar business is 
riding into the roughest going it’s ever hit. 


The bumpy traveling threatens new fare 
increases for many riders across the coun- 
try. It may mean deeper service cuts. 


Travel on streetcar, subway and local 
bus lines—often lumped. together under 
the heading of “transit’—has sunk more 
than 30 per cent since 1946. The drop has 
come, of course, in an era when many an 
industry has been enjoying a boom. 


The main lightener of the transit load 
has been the competition of the automo- 
bile. At the start of this year, nearly 
43,000,000 passenger cars were on the 
road, 40 per cent more than in 1946. 


The battle against red ink, say some 
transit leaders, could mean a 25-cent mini- 
mum fare is on the way. Already, the up- 
ward fare march has reached the 20-cent 


level in Kansas City. 


The effort to put a little fat on transit’s 
bare bones is spelling the death of some 
kinds of commutation tickets. That's im- 
portant to the millions of riders who use 
these cut-price ducats to put a ttle stretch 
in the family budget. 


A. possible service-cut omen: A Los An- 
geles transit line recently raised the spec- 
ter of eliminating Sunday and night serv- 
ice entirely. As it is, transit companies in 


many cities have discontinued service on. 


some routes on Sunday and in the evening. 

Suggesting that transit has reached a 
crisis is almost an understatement. Look 
at the record. 

In 1946, the nation’s streetcars, busses 
and subways rang up 23,372,000,000 fares; 
in 1951, the count was only 16,102,000,000 
—greased by a 642 per cent dip from 1950, 


Besides the automobile inroads, another 
factor has been the spread of the five-day 
week, which lops off millions of potential 
Saturday riders. One transit firm's Sat- 
urday passenger load has dropped 45 per 
cent since 1947 compared with a Monday- 
to-Friday decline of 32 per cent, 


While transit has been deprived of the 
fruits of the boom years, it hasn’t missed 
their main headaches—higher costs. A Los 
Angeles line’s bus drivers, who got $1.19 
an hour in 1946, now are drawing down 
$1.78. And labor represents 60 Bc cent 
to 70 Beach pu cent of the industry's costs. 

year the transit industry earned a 
net c pealit'n of 1.49.per cent on its four bil- 
lion dollars ‘invested capital—only ship- 
building making a more dismal showing 
among 70 industries surveyed by the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York. 

The prospect: Many of the 1350 private- 
ly owned transit companies will be swept 
up.by public ownership. it already exists 
for 35 lines. 


Reports from two citics show that decreased riding and increased 
cost, with competition from automobile, afflict mass transportation 
generally; Boston's publicly-owned system lost five millions last 
year; and Los Angeles’ private systems also are fighting red ink.

According to the Department, 
about one fourth of what it calls 


“disposable. income” went to the} 


grocer, the ‘butcher, the baker or 
the milkman. “Disposable in- 
come” is, of course, simply what's 
left from your total income after 
personal taxes have been paid. To 
be explicit, the average amount 
spent for food last year was $380 
per person. 

It is a little discouraging to re- 
alize that we literally eat up ap- 
proximately one fourth of our net 
incomes, but it does make us re- 
alize just how important it is to 
invest our food dollars wisely. “ 

Speaking of wise investments, a 
stewing hen is an excellent buy 
right now. As explained last 
week, large numbers of these 
fowl are being marketed. Hens 
offer fine possibilities for hot- 
weather meals, since they can be 
cooked in the cool of the morning 
and then prepared quickly at din- 
ner time. They also’take well to 
pressure cookery. 

* Incidentally, a stewed chicken 
is better than a roasted or baked 
one when the meat is to be used 
for salad or chicken a la king, 
since its meat is more moist. 

As a suggestion, what could be 
more appetizing on a hot evening 
than a jellied chicken loaf—with 
shredded almonds, minced pi- 
miento and ripe olives added to 
tie gelatin mixture along with 
tne chicken?

You can now ‘keep bananas 
without being tempted to put 
them in the refrigerator d 
the hot weather. A chain store, 
after morths of research, has 
developed a process of protect- 
ing bananas with a thin coating 
of wax. The film does not alter 
the taste of the banana; it simply 
prevents loss of moisture. 
bananas which are sealed, remain 
fresh and palatable long after the 
untreated fruit has turned brown 
and withered. The treated fruit is 
said to retain its vitamin C. 


Bananas have gone a long-way 
from being used only as a fruit. 
As an ingredient in quick bread 
it gives a moisture content which 
keeps the bread fresh for days.

ON VIENNA FLIGHTS, 
U.S. TELLS RUSSIANS 


VIENNA, June 19 (AP)—The 
United States has told the Rus- 
sians it will refuse to give ad- 
vance information of American 
flights over the Soviet zone of 
Austria, it was announced today. 

The United States High Com- 
mission made public a second 
note sent to the Russian com- 


mand in Austria, following the 
buzzing of Ambassador Walter J. 
Donnelly’s plane by a Soviet jet 
fighter June 4. 

The note rejected Russian pro- 
posals that the United States 
give advance notification of flights 
in the air corridor to Vienna. 
Acting United States High Com- 
missioner Walter Dowling said 
existing agreements guaranteed 
United States planes with “free 
and unimpeded” access to Vienna. 

Dowling suggested that if the 
Russians observe existing safety 
reguiations such incidents ‘‘will 
not happen again.”

NEW YORK, June 19—Amer- 
fea is entering a new economic 
era, David E. Lilienthal, former 
@irector of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and of the United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, declared today, “an era in 
which bigness—encouraged, not 
hobbled—can ‘fulfill its promise 
of benefits.” . 

-Writing in Collier’s magazine, 
Lilienthal’s fifth and final article 
urging a national attitude that 
would stimulate instead of restrict 
big business by anti-trust legis- 
lation, set forth that the greatest 
industrial potentialities of the 
country are yet to be realized. 

“The disastrous floods in the 
Missouri Valley are a national 
disgrace to a country as ad- 
vanced in water and soil tech- 
mology as we are,” he asserted. 
“The Missouri can be tamed if 
we substitute bigness for the po- 
litical pork barrel to do the job. 
Examples of Jobs for Bigness. 

“Cleaning up the pollution of 
the rivers of the Atlantic sea- 
board, ridding the atmosphere 
ever our great cities of noxious 
fumes, smog and smoke, convert- 
ing the salty waters of the sea, 
by economic industrial-sized pro- 
cesses, into potable water for ir- 
rigation of arid land—these are 
but examples of big jobs for 


Lilienthal pointed out that un- 
limited expansion was possible in 
the chemical industry, in elec- 
tronics, in areas dependent on pe- 
troleum products, in food proces- 
sing and that even lumbering and 
mining industries had hardly be- 
gun to take advantage of “the 
techniques of large-scale enter- 


He predicted .a “fantastic trans- 
formation” of housing through 
Highways must be re- 

made to conform to modern needs 


and only big business can do it. 
Public schools and city streets, 
the former antiquated and the 
inadequate for increasing traffic, 
must be modernized by big busi- 
ness if they are improved at -all. 

To decide on whether to en- 
courage the growth of industry or 
td continue penalizing growth in 
fear of monopoly, one must con- 
sider whether the United States 
has reached the boundaries of 
power or “whether the greatest 
test of productiveness is yet to 
come.” Lilienthal thinks the lat- 
ter is the case. 

Lists 10 Fundamentals. 

He set forth 10 fundamentals 
which he said could be used to 
determine if big business is be- 
nevolent or malign. 

“1, Will bigness increase, and 
stimulate competition between 
ideas, products op services, and 
thereby provide additional areas 
of free choice for consumers and 
producers? 

“2. Will it increase the funds 
and the human energy expended, 
per unit of products or sales, on 
basic or applied research and de- 
velopment, toward improvement 
of products, new and more di- 
verse products, better manage- 
ment techniques, greater conser- 
vation of materials, greater use 
of machinery, greater safety or 
health of workers—and kindred 
objectives? 

“3. Will bigness strengthen con- 
structive labor-management rela- 
tions and collective bargaining, 
further mutual responsibility and 
sharing of benefits of increased 
productivity, increase individual 
satisfactions for workers and 
managers? 

“4. Will it produce greater sta- 
bility of employment, industry by 
industry, and business by busi- 
ness, on a year-round basis? 

“5. Will it increase industrial 
output per dollar of capital in- 
vested and man-hour of labor ex- 
pended? 

“6. Will bigness increase and

The Proper Treatment for Broccoli 


Try Broccoli Parmesan, or a Souffle, and You'll Find It Can Be Good 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE attitude of many people 

toward broccoli was crystal- 

lized some years ago by a car- 
toon which appeared in the New 
Yorker when that magazine was 
new. A mother was importuning 
her little girl to eat her broc- 
coli. “I say it’s spinach,” replied 
the little girl, “and the hell with 
it.” 

Who can blame her. Who can 
blame anyone who has a broc- 
coli fixation, when you consider 
the breaks that excellent veg- 
etable gets at the hands of most 
ho ves and restaurant cooks. 
The Little Woman usually serves 
it in desperation. Not knowing 
anything else to do with it, she 
boils it, tosses on a hunk of but- 
ter and puts it on the table with 
an air which plainly says, “I've 
been standing over a hot stove all 
day, and the first one complains 
about this broccoli gets a skillet 
over his head.” 

In a lot of restaurants they 
try to mislead the unwary by put- 
ting it on the menu with fancy 
names, like “Broccoli Napoleon” 
or “Broccoli Supreme,” which 
means nothing. It comes out 
swimming in the water it was 
boiled in. 

Let’s try Broccoli Parmesan, 
which does mean something, and 
see what broccoli can become 
with a little kindness and encour- 
agement. Like this: 

Steam the broccoli until it’s 
tender, drain and prepare a sauce 
as follows: Put a cup of white 
sauce into the top of a double 
boiler and heat it, adding half a 
pound of grated Parmesan cheese. 
When it begins to bubble, add 
the ‘yolk of an egg and a little 
cayenne pepper. Grease an oven- 
proof dish and put several spoons 
ful of the sauce in the bottom 
thereof. Carefully lay in the broc- 
coli and cover it with the rest 
of the sauce. Sprinkle it with 
bread crumbs and some more 
grated cheese and leave it in the 
oven until the crumbs are browned 
and the cheese mer You'll see.

| quest (two, to be -exact) for a 
recipe for old-fashioned boiled 
dressing. It’s a good thing to 
know how to make, because it

mystery which has baffled police 
of Niagara Falls, nearby Buffalo, 
and Detroit, the dead man’s home 
town. 


In fact, before his body was 
found, Merckel was the subject 
of one of the most unusual man- 
hunts on record, The search was 
conducted by a group of 13 De- 
troit business men who, con- 
vinced they could find their miss- 
ing friend and fellow business 
man, turned sleuth and for two 
days and nights turned Niagara 
Falls and nearby Buffalo inside 
out. Despite torrential rains, and 
hampered by thousands of Ca- 
nadians who were in the area that 
weekend celebrating Queen Vic- 
toria’s birthday, they continued 
their search. They went from 
place to place, haunting particu- 
larly night clubs and restaurants 
in which music is played. They 
figured their missing friend, who 
was an accomplished musician, 
might be found somewhere play- 
ing a piano. 


But after two days and nights 
the strange manhunt was brought 
to a close and Merckel’s friends 
were compelled to join the police 
in their admission that John 
Merckel had mysteriously disap- 
peared. 


The story of John Merckel’'s 
disappearance began on Saturday 
night,-May 17. At 10:30 o’clock, to 
be exact, Merckel arose from his 
chair at the Whirlpool Club at 
Niagara Falls, placed his camera 
in an empty chair at his side, told 
his wife and a small party of 
friends he was going to the wash- 
room, and walked away. That's 
the last anyone saw of him until

They went into every night 
club, tavern, restaurant, hotel or 
any place where a man might 
have wandered. They showed the 
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picture, they asked questions. But 
people just looked at the picture, 
listened to the questions and 
shook their heads. They walked 
the streets scanning faces, but 
with no better luck. They went 
into dives and they went to skid 
row, still no luck. Then they went 
to Buffalo and repeated the 
search there, They finally were 
compelled to give up. 


Only one person was found who 
thought she might have seen 
Merckel, That was Betty Segal, 
camera girl at the Whirlpool 
club. She told the police she saw 
him leaning against the wall near 
the front door, and that he ap- 
peared to be very ill. But no one 
was found who saw him leave the 
club. 


The days turned into weeks and 
the weeks dragged on and the 
police continued to seek clues. 
But every clue led into a blind al- 
ley and it began to look as though 
John Merckel had simply disap- 
peared off the face of the earth. 

But people don't disappear, the 
police pointed out. Sooner or 
later they show up, and John 
Merckel showed up. His body was 
found, floating face down, in the 
water below the falls. Now they 
know where John Merckel is, but 
what happened to him is still a 
mystery.

This is merely a report—not a 
justification of the bidding. 
South’s decision to open with one 
heart in third. position was one 
of those hit-or-miss affairs which 
can’t be severely criticized, but 
North’s two-no-trump bluff was a 
dangerous action which simply 
happened to turn out right. North 
intended, of course, to hold down 
the opposing bidding while pre- 
paring the way for a final heart 
contract, but it was pretty lucky 
for him that South elected to 
carry the two-no-trump call to 
three no-trump — South might 
well have passed, considering the 
lightness of his opening. 


Defending against the actual 
four-heart contract, West led the 
diamond queen. South won and 
ruffed a diamond in dummy, took 
the trump finesse, drew East’s 
trump king, and then ruffed his 
last diamond on the board. Now 
South exited from dummy with a 
club. West won with the queen, 
cashed the club ace, and, sensing 
that declarer was out of clubs but 
unwilling to open up the spade 
suit, West shrewdly led another 
club. 


Observe that this chance for a 
ruff and discard did not do South 
any real good. He threw a spade 
from dummy and ruffed in his 
own hand, then led a low spade. 
West correctly ducked, and the 
queen won. It was at this point 
that East had a perfect oppor- 
tunity to co-operate with his part- 
ner’s good defense—and failed. 
He should have unblocked that 
dangerous spade jack under 
dummy’s queen, but he 
ingly followed suit with the 
deuce, and on the next spade 
lead from dummy, East couldn’t 
get out of his partner’s way. Of 
course you see the result, dear 
reader?

DULT moths are without any 
method of attack, but the 
case is somewhat different 
with the young of moths, known 
as caterpillars or worms. Some 
of these can do a bit of attacking. 
Many caterpillars produce a 
kind of poison called formic acid. 
This is sent out from an opening 
near the front of the body. A 
small enemy may suffer harm, 
even death, from the acid, 


Some types of caterpillars—for 
examples the caferpillars of gold-. 
tail moths — have hairs which 
cause 4 little pain when rubbed 
against the skin of a human 
being. Now and then a person 
suffers a skin rash after contact 
with gttch hairs. , 


ae 
A FEW KINDS of moth cater- 
illars feed on scale insects or 
een flies. One kind has grown 
smart enough to make its home 
in the pitcher plant; feeding on 
insects which the plant captures! 


In general, however, caterpil- 
lars are harmless to people. Their 
chief food is taken from plants. 
I have handled dozens of cater- 
_ without any harm to my- 
self. 


One kind of caterpillar is 
known as a friend of mankind. 
This is the silkworm, the larva 
of a moth. 

The Chinese have been taking 
care of silkworms, and: obtaining 
silk from them, for 4000 years or 
mere These ee ae epeens 

y spinning aro em- 
selves. About 25,000 cocoons 


produce a pound of silk thread. 


The silkworm industry has be- 
come very important in Japan, 
and it also e in some parts
